2. Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9 and 12-18, drawn to methods of assessing a candidate 
molecule for the treatment of a CNS disorder based upon inhibition of 
DAO or DDO, and to methods of using such a molecule in the treatment of 
schizophrenia or bipolar disorder, classified in class 544, subclass 1. 

II. Claim 10, drawn to a method of diagnosing schizophrenia, depression or 
bipolar disorder based on nucleic acid detection, classified in class 435, 
subclass 6. 

III. Claim 1 1 (partial), drawn to a nucleic acid molecule comprising SEQ ID 
NO: 1-6, classified in class 536, subclass 23.2. 

IV. Claim 11 (partial), drawn to a polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO:8-10, 
classified in class 530, subclass 350. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

A) Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are drawn to different methods with 
completely different steps and parameters. 

B) Inventions (l,ll) and (III, IV) are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions are drawn to methods and products 
which have no relation or use with said methods. 

C) Inventions III and JV are independent because III is drawn to nucleic acid 
and IV to polypeptides. Polypeptides and nucleic acids have distinct chemical 
structures and physical properties, the former composed of amino acids and the latter 
composed of nucleotides. Further, they have distinct utilities, such as use of nucleic 
acids in hybridization and use of proteins for enzymatic function. Therefore, the above 
inventions are novel and unobvious over each other. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
